PREFACE 


= 7 hath been the IWiſdom of the Church of England, ever ſince the 
a /r/t compiling of her Publick Liturgy, to keep the Mean 6ctween the 


> two Extreams, of tw much Stiffneſs in refuſing, and of 100 much 
" Eaſineſs in admitting any Variation from it. For, as on the one Side, 
common Experience ſheweth that where a Change hath been made of Things 
adviſedly eſtabliſhed (no evident Neceſſity ſo requiring) fundry Inconveritencies 
have thereupon enſued ; and thoſe many Times more and greater than the L wvils 
that were intended to be remedied by ſuch a Change : So on the other Side, the 
particular Forms of Divine Worſhip, and the Rites and Ceremoiies appointed to 
be uſed therein, being Things in their own Nature indifferent, aud alterable, 
avid ſo acknowledged ; it is but reaſonable that upon weighty and important Conſi— 
derations, according to the various Exigenq of Times and Occaſions, ſuch Chau— 
ges and Alterations ſhoul be made therein, as to thoſe that are in Place of Au- 
thority, ſhould from Time to Time, ſeem either neceſſary or expedicnt. Ac— 
cordingly we find, that iu the Reigns of ſeveral Princes of bleſſed Memory 
ſince the Refermation, the Church upon juſt and weighty Conſiderations her 
thereunto moving, hath yielded to make ſuch Alterations in ſome Particulars, as 
in their reſpective Times were thought convenient: Tet ſo, as that the main Budy 
and Eſſentials of it (as well in the chiefeſt Materials as in the Frame au Order 
thereof ) have ſlill continued the ſame unto this Day, aud do yet ſtand firm and 
wnſhaken, notwithſtanding all the vain Attempts and impetuos Aſſaults mads 
againſt it, by fach Men as are given to change, and have always diſcovered a 
greater regard to their own private Faucies and Intereſts than to that Duty 
they owe t the Publick. | 


By what undue Means, and for what miſchievous Purpoſes the Uſe of the 


Liturgy (though enjoiud by the Laws of the Land, and thoſe Laws never yet 
repealed) came during the late unhappy Cwifuſions, ti be dijcortinned, is tos well 
krrun to the World, and we are net willing here to remember. But when upon 
his Majeſty's happy Reſtauration it ſeemed probable, that amongſt ether Things, 
the Uſe of the Liturgy alſs would return of Courſe (the ſame having never been 
gally aboliſhed) unleſs ſome timely Means were uſed to prevent it; thoſe View 
who under the late uſurped Powers, had made it a great Part of their Huſineſi 
to render the People diſaffedted theremito, ſaw themſelves in Point of Reputation 
and Titereſt concerned, (wlefs they wand freely acknowledge themſelves to have 
erred which ſach Men are very hardly bruught to do) with their utmoſ! Fu— 
deavours to hinder the Reſiitution thereof. In or der whereunto divers Paniphicts 
were publiſh:d againſt the Bok of Common Prayer, the old Vejetions mnſtered 
up, with the Additio: of ſome new wes more than formerly had bern made t1 
make the Number favell, Ii fine, great Imfortunities were uſed to his ſacred 


Majeſty, that the ſaid Beck might be reviſed, and ſuch Alterati aus therein, and 


Additions thereunto made, as ſhould be thought requiſite fo the Eaſe of tender 
Corfctences s IWhereuito His Majeſty ut of His pious relination to give Sa- 
thfactio (/e far as cuild be reaſonably expedted) to all His Subjects of what 
8 au ſoever, did pracioufly cordeſcend. | 

nu which Review we have endeavoured to obſerve the like Moderation, as we 
find to have been aſed in the like Caſe in former Times. And therefore of the 


ſundry Alteratios propoſed into us, we have rejected all ſuch as were either of

ec/ity of making the faid Alterations: For we are filly perfuadet in or Judg- 
ments (and we here proje}s it to the Torlt) that the Bo, as it [094 before eſtas 
blifhcd by Law, doth nt contain in it any thing coutrary to the ford of God, or 
0% ferm Doctrine, or which a godly Man may not with a £od Conſcience uſe 
and ſubmit wito, or which is not fairly def: 1nfble againſt any t hat ſhall Cf pole the 
fee ; if it ſhall be allgued ſuch juſt and favourable Cofirutlimw as in comma 
Equity c:1ght to be allowed to all Human Writings, eſpecially ſuch as are /et 
forth by Authority, aud even to the very beft Tranſlations of the Holy Scripture 
tt fe. | 
Our general Aim therefore in this tn, dertatvg was, nit to gratify this er that 
Party ii: ary their unreajonatte Demands ; bit t ds that which th Hur beſt Un- 
deritendings we conceive might moſi tend to the Preſervation of Peace andUnity in 
the Church ; the procuring of Keoerence, and exciting of Fiety and Devotion in 
the Fuclick Ior/hip of Cd; aid the cutting off occaſion from them that ſeek 
CCC [1012 of Gavil or Quarret againſt the Liturgy of the Church. Aud as to 
toe ſeveral Variations from ihe former Boot, whether by Atlteratimm, Addition, 
or otherwiſe, it ſhall ſuffice #9 give this general HAecomut, that zugl. of the Alte- 
ations were mad? either J, For the better Pirec tio. of them that are 10 
© friciate in any Part of Divine Service ; which is chiefly done in the Caleiidars 
and Rubricks: Or ſecondly, For the more proper expreſſing of ſome Words or 
Phraſes of anticiit Vage, in Terms more ſuitable to the Language of the pre- 
Sent Times, and the cl:arer Explanation of {ome ther Words and Phraſes that 
were either of donot fill ſignification, or wtherwiſe liable to Mifconfirudim s Cr 
trird!y, For a fore perfeft reudring of ſuch Portions of Holy Scripture, as are 
inſerted into the Liturgy, whicn inthe Epiſiles and Goſpels efþecially, and in 
[rmndry other Places, are uow ordered to be read according to the lalt Tran/latio : 
And that it was thong ht convenient, that fone Prayers and Thantkfſgioings, fit- 
ted to ſpecial Occaſions, ſhould be added in their due Places; particularly fer 
thyſe at Sea, together with an © ffice for the Bafiiſm of ſuch as are of Kipe 
Tears: which although not ſo neceſſary when the former Book was compiled, yet 
by the growth of Anabaptiſin, through the L.icentionſneſs of the late Times, crept 
in among ſt us, is now become neceſſary, and may be always uſeful for the Bapti- 
zing of Natives in our Plantations, and others converted to the Faith, Tf any 
Man, who ſhall deſire a more particular Accout of the ſeveral Alterations is; 
any Part of the Liturgy, ſhall take the Pains ie cunpare the preſent Book with 
the former ; we dorbt not bit the Reaſon of the Change may eafily appear. 

Aud having thus endeavoured todifcharge our Daties in this weighty Af air, 
as in the Sight of God, and io approve our Sincerity therein ( fo far as lay in us) 
to the Conſciences of all Men; althoy1gh we know it impoſſible (in fach Varicty 
of Apprehenfrons, Humours, and Ditereſis, as are in the World) to pleaſe all, 
nor can expect that Men facticus, peeviſh, and feroerſe Spirits, ſhould be 

ſatisfied with any Thing that can be done in this Kind by any other than thein- 
{elves: Yet we have goed Hope, that what ts here pt eſented, and hath been by 
the Convocatio:s of both Provinces with great Diligence examined aud approved, 
will be alſo well accepted and approved by all '{ober, peaceable, aud truly conſci- 
extious Sos of the Church of En gland. |

The Holy Ghoſt is of the Father, and of the 
Son: neither made, nor created, nor begotten, 
but proceeding.

When the 
unclean ſpirit is gone out of a man, he walketh 
through dry places, ſeeking reſt; and finding 
none, he faith, I will return unto my houle, 
whence I came out. And when he cometh, 
he finderh it {wept and garniſhed, Then goeth 
he, and taketh to him ſeven other ſpirits more 
wicked than himſelf, and they enter in, and dwell 
there; and the laſt ſtate of that man is worſe 1

For it 1s written, Rejoice, thou 
barren that beareſt not; break forth and cry, 
thou that travaileſt not: for the deſolate hath 
many more children than ſhe which hath an huſ- 
band. Now we, brethren, as Iſaac was, are the 
children of promiſe. Bur as then, he that was

Neverthe(c!;, 
what ſaith the Scripture? Caſt out the bone 
woman and her ſon; for the fon of the bond- 
woman ſhall not be heir with the ſon of the free- 
woman.

When Pilate ſaw that he could prevail nothing, 
but that rather a tumult was made, he took wa- 
ter, and waſhed his hands before the multitude, 
| ſaying, I am innocent of the blood of this juſt 
| perſon : ſee ye to it. Then anſwered all the 
people, and ſaid, His blood be on us, and on 
our children. Then releaſed he Barabbas unto 
them: And when he had ſcourged Jeſus, he de- 
livered him to be crucified. Then the ſoldiers 
of the governor took Jeſus into the common 
hall, and gathered unto him the whole band of 
foldiers. And they {ſtripped him, and put on 
him a ſcarlet robe. And when they had platted 
a crown of thorns, they put it upon his head, 
and a reed in his right hand : and they bowed 
the knee before him, and mocked him, ſaying, 
Hail, King of the Jews. And they ſpit upon 
him, and took the reed, and ſmote him on the 
head. Andafter that they had mocked him, they 
took the robe off from him, and put his own 
ralment on him, and led him away to crucifie 
him. And as they came out, they found a man 
of Cyrene, Simon by name: him they com- 

pelled 
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pelled to bear his croſs. And when they were 
come unto a place called Golgotha, that 1s to 
fay, A place of a ſcull, they gave him vinegar 
to drink, mingled with gall : and when he had 
taſted thereof, he would not drink. And they 
crucified him, and parted his garments, caſting 
lots: that it might be fulfilled, which was ſpoken 
by the prophet, They parted my garment; 
among them, and upon my veſture did they caſt 
lots. And ſitting down, they watched him there; 
and ſet up over his head his accuſation written, 
THIS IS JESUS THE KING OF THE JEWS. 
Then were there two thieves crucified with him: 
one on the right hand, and another on the left. And 
they that paſſed by reviled him, wagging their 
heads, and ſaying, Thou that deſtroyeſt the tem- 
ple, and buildeſt it in three days, fave thy {elf: 
if thou be the Son of God, come down from 
the croſs. Likewiſe alſo the chief prieſts mock- 
ing him, with the ſcribes and elders, ſaid, He 
faved others, himſelf he cannot ſave: if he be 
the King of Iſrael, let him now come down 
from the croſs, and we will believe him. He 
truſted in God; let him deliver him now, if he 
will have him: for he ſaid, I am the Son of God. 
The thieves alſo which were crucified with him, 
caſt the ſame in his teeth. Now from the ſixth 
hour there was darkneſs over all the land, unto 
the ninth hour. And about the ninth hour Jeſus 
cried with a loud voice, faying, Eli, Eli, lama 
ſabachthani? that is to fay, My God, my God, 
why haſt thou forlaken me? Some of them that 
ſtood there, when they heard that, ſaid, This 


man calleth ſor Elias. And ſtraightway one of 


them ran, and took a ſpunge, and filled it with 
vinegar, and put it on a reed, and gave him 5 
drink. 
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I rink. The reſt ſaid, Let be, let us ſee whether 

Elias will come to fave him. Jeſus, when he 
W had cried again with a loud voice, yielded up the 
ghoſt. And behold, the vail of the temple was 


rent in twain from the top to the bottom ; and 
the earth did quake, and the rocks rent, and the 
oraves Were opened, and many bodies of ſaints, 
which ſlept, aroſe, and came out of the graves 
after his reſurrection, and went into the hs! 

city, and appeared unto many. Now when the 
centurion, and they that were with him, watch- 
ing Jeſus, ſaw the earthquake, and thoſe things 


that were done, they feared greatly, ſaying, 
Truly this was the Son of God.

For the Epiſtle. Iſa. Ixiii. I. 


Ho is this that cometh from Edom, with 
dycd garments from Buzrah ? this that is 
olorious in his apparel, traveling in the greatneſs 
of his ſtrength? I that ſpeak in rizhteouſnels, 
mighty to ſave. Wherefore art thou red in thine 
apparel, and thy garments like h' that treadeth 
in the wine-fat?

I will mention 
the loving kindneſſes of the Lord, and the praiſes 
of the Lord, according to all that the Lord hath 
beſtowed on us, and the great goodneſs towards 
the houſe of liracl, which he hath beſtowed on 
them, according to his mercies, and according 
to the multitude of his loving kindneſſes. For 
he ſaid, Surely they are my people, children that 
will not lye: ſo he was their Saviour. In al! 
their affliction he was afflicted, and the angel of 
his preſence ſaved them: in his love, and in his 
pity he redeemed them, and he bare them, and 
carried them all the days of old.

Nd ſtraightway in the morning, the chief 
prieſts held a conſultation with the elders 
and ſcribes, and the whole council, and bound 
ſeſus, and carried him away, and delivered 
him to Pilate. And Pilate asked him, Art 
thou the king of the Jews? And he anſwer- 
ing, ſaid unto him, Thou ſayeſt it. And the 
chief prieſts accuſed him of many things: but he 
anſwered nothing. And Pilate asked him again, 
ſay ing, Anſwereſt thou nothing? behold, how 
1 things they witneſs againſt thee.

And 
there was one named Barabbas, which lay bound 
with them that had made inſurrection with him, 
who had committed murder in the inſurrection. 
And the multitude crying aloud, began to deſire 
him to do as he had ever done unto them. But 
Pilate anſwered them, ſaying, Will ye that I re- 
leaſe unto you the king of the Jews? (tor he 
knew that the chief prielts had delivered him for 
envy.) But the chief prieſts moved the people, 
that he ſhould rather releaſe Barabbas unto them. 
And Pilate anſwered, and faid again unto them, 
What will ye then that I ſhall do unto him whom 
ye call the king of the Jews? and they cried out 
again, Crucify him. Then Pilate ſaid unto them, 
\\ by, what evil hath he done? And they cried 
out the more exceedingly, Crucify him. And 
0 Pilate, willing to content the people, releaſed 
Barabbas unto them, and delivered Jetus, when 
he had ſcour ged dim. to be crucitied. And the 
loldiers led bim away into the hall, called Preto- 
4 rium; 
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rium; and they call together the whole band. 
And they clothed him with purple, and platred 
a crown of thorns, and put it about his head, 
and began to ſalute him, Hail, king of the Jews, 
And they ſmote him on the head with a reed, 
and did ſpit upon him, and bowing their knees 
worſhipped him. And when they had mocked 
him, they took oft the purple from him, and 
put his own clothes on him, and led him out to 
crucify him. And they compel one Simon a 
Cyrenean, Who paſſed by, coming out of the 
country, the father of Alexander and Rufus, to 
bear his croſs. And they bring him unto the 
place Golgotha, which is, being interpreted, 

The place of a ſcull. And they gave him to 
drink, wine mingled with myrrh ; but he receiy- 
ed it not. And when they had crucified him, 
they parted his garments, caſting lots upon them, 
what every man ſhould take. And it was the 
third hour, and they crucified him. And the ſu— 
perſcription of his accuſation was written over, 
THE KING OF THE JEWS. And with him 
they crucified two thieves; the one on his right 
hand, and the other on his left. And the Scrip- 
ture was fultilled, which ſaith, And he was num- 
bred with the tranſgreſſors. And they that paſ- 
{ed by railed on him, wagging their heads, and 
ſay ing, Ah, thou that deſtroyeſt the temple, and 
buildeſt it in three days, fave thy ſelf, and come 
down from the croſs. Likewiſe alſo the chief 
prieſts mocking, faid among themſelves, with the 
{cribes, He faved others, himſelf he cannot fave. 
Let Chriſt the king of Iſrael deſcend now from 
the croſs, that we may ſee and believe. And 
they that were crucified with him, reviled him. 


And when the {txth hour was come, there was

darkneſs over the whole land, until the ninth 
hour. And eat the ninth hour Jeſus cried with 
a loud voice, ſaying, Eli, Elos, lama ſabachthani? 
which 1s, being interpreted, My God, my God, 
why haſt thou forſaken me? And ſome of them 
that ſtood by, when they heard it, ſaid, Behold, 
he calleth Elias. And one ran, and filled a ſpunge 
full of vinegar, and put it on a reed, and gave 
him to drink, ſaying, Let alone; let us ſee whe- 
ther Elias will come to take him down. And 
Jeſus cried with a loud voice, and gave up the 
ghoſt. And the vail of the temple was rent in 
twain, from the 10p to the bottom. And when 
the centurion which ſtood over againſt him, ſaw 
that he ſo cried out, and gave up the ghoſt, he 
ſaid, Truly this man was the Son of God. 


ILedneſday before Eaſter. 
The Epiſtle, Heb. ix. 16. 


Here a teſtament 1s, there mult alſo of ne- 
ceſſity be the death of the teſtator: for a 
teſtament is of force after men are dead; other- 
wile it is of no {ſtrength at all whillt the teſtator 
liveth. Whereupon, neither the firſt teſtament 
was dedicated without blood: For when Moſes 
had ſpoken every precept to all the people, ac- 
cording to the law, he took the blood of calves, 
and of goats, with water, and ſcarlet-wool, and 
hyſſop, and ſprinkled both the book and all the 
people, ſaying, This 1s the blood of the teſta- 
ment, which God hath enjoyned unto you. 
Moreover, he ſprinkled likewiſe with blood, both 
the tabernacle, and all the veſſels of the miniſtry. 


And almoſt all things are by the law purged with 


blood: and without ſhedding of blood 1s no re- 
| million, 
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miſſion. It was therefore neceſlary that the pat- 
terns of things in the heavens ſhould be purified 
with theſe; but the heavenly things themſelve; 
with better ſacrifices than theſe. For Chriſt i; 
not entred into the holy places made with 
hands, which are the figures of the true; but into 
heaven it ſelf, now to appear in the preſence of 
God for us; nor yet that he ſhould offer himſelf 
often, as the high prieſt entereth into the holy 
place every year with blood of others: (for then 
mult he often have ſuffered ſince the foundation of 
the world ;) but now once in the end of the world 

hath he appeared to put away ſin by the ſacrifice 
of himſelf. And as it is appointed unto men 
once to die, but after this the judgment: ſo 
Chriſt was once offered to bear the fins of many; 
and unto them that look for him, ſhall he appear 
the ſecond time without ſin, unto ſalvation.

Ow the feaſt of unleavened bread drew nigh, 

which is called the paſſover. And the chief 
prieſts and ſcribes fought how they might Kill 
him; for they feared the people.

where I ſhall eat the paſſover v ith my diſciples? 
And he ſhall ſhew you a large upper room furniſh- 


ed; there make ready. And they went, and 


bound as he had ſaid unto them: and they made 


ready the paſlover. And when the hour was 
come, he lat down, and the twelve apoſtles with 
him. And he ſaid unto them, with deſire I have 
defired to eat this paſſover with you before 1 ſuf- 
fer. For I fay unto you, I will not any more 
eat thereof, until it be fulfilled in the kingdom 
of God. And he took the cup, and gave thanks, 
and ſaid, Take this, and divide it among your 


ſelves. For I fay unto you, I will not drink of 


the fruit of the vine, until the kingdom of God 

ſhall come. And he took bread, and gave thanks, 

and brake it, and gave unto them, ſaying, This 
is my body, which is given for you: this do in 
remembrance of me. Likewile allo the cu , after 
ſupper, ſaying, This cup is the new teſtament in 
my blood, which 1s ſhed for you. But behold, 
the hand of him that betrayeth me, is with me on 
the table. And truly the Son of man goeth, as it 

was determined; but wo unto that man, by 
whom he is betrayed, And they began to en- 
qu among themſelves, which of them it was 
that ſhould do this thing, And there was allo a 

[rife among them, which of them ſhould be ac- 
counted the greateſt. And he ſaid unto them, 
The kings of the Gentiles exerciſe lordſhip 
vver them; and they that exerciſe authority upon 
them, 
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them, are called benefactors-. But ye ſhall not 
be ſo; but he that is greateſt among you, let him 
be as the younger; and he that is chief, as he 
that doth ſerve. For whether is greater, he that 
ſitteth at meat, or he that ſerveth? is not he that 
ſitteth at meat? But J am among you as he that 
ſerveth. Ye are they which have continued with 
me in my temptations. And J appoint unto you a 
kingdom, as my Father hath appointed unto me? 
that ye may eat and drink at my table in my king- 
dom, and ſit on thrones, judging the twelve tribes 
of Iſrael. And the Lord ſaid, Simon, Simon, 
behold, Satan hath deſired to have you, that he 
may ſift you as wheat: But I have prayed for 
thee, that thy faith fail not; and when thou art 
converted, ſtrengthen thy brethren. And he 
{aid unto him, Lord, I am ready to go with thee 
both into priſon and to death. And he ſaid, I tell 
thee, Peter, the cock ſhall not crow this day, 
before that thou ſhalt thrice deny that thou 
knoweſt me. And he ſaid unto them, When! 
ſent you without purſe, and ſcrip, and ſhoes, 
lacked ye any thing? And they ſaid, Nothing. 
Then ſaid he unto them, But now, he that hath 
a purſe, let him take it, and likewiſe his ſcrip: 
and he that hath no ſword, let him ſell his gar- 
ment, and buy one. For | ſay unto you, that 
this that is written, mult yet be accompliſhed in 
me, And he was reckoned among the tranſgrel- 
{ors : for the things concerning me have an end. 
And they ſaid, Lord, behold, here are two {words. 
And he ſaid unto them, It is enough. And he 
came out, and went, as he was wont, to the 
mount of Olives; and his diſciples alſo followed 
him. And when he was at the place, he faid 


unto them, Pray, that ye enter not into tempta- 
: tion. 
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tion. And he was withdrawn from them about 
a ſtones caſt, and kneeled down, and prayed, 
ſayings Father, if thou be willing, remove this 
cup from me: nevertheleſs, not my will, but 
thine be done. And there appeared an angel un- 
to him from heaven, ſtrengthening Bim. And 
being in an agony, hi prayed more carneſtly; 
and his ſweat was as it were great drops of blood 


falling down to the ground. And when he roſe 


up from prayer, and was come to his diſciples, 
he found them ſleeping for ſorrow; and ſaid unto 
them, Why ſleep ye? riſe and pray, leſt ye enter 
into temptation. And while he yet fpake, be- 
hold, a multitude, and he that was 1 Judas, 
one of the twelve, went before them, and drew 
near unto Jelus to kiſs him. But Jetus ſaid un- 
to him, Judas, betrayeſt thou the Son of man 
with a kiſs? When they who were about him, 
law what would follow, they faid unto him, Lord, 
ſhall we {mite with the ſword? And one of them 


mote the ſervant of the high prieſt, and cut off 


his right ear. And Jeſus anſwered and ſaid, Sut- 
fer ye thus far. And he touched his ear, and 
healed him. Then Jelus ſaid unto the chief prieſts, 
and captains of the temple, and the elders who 


were come to him, Be ye come out as againſt a 


thief, with ſwords and ſtaves? When I was daily 


with you in the temple, ye ſtretched forth no 
hands againſt me: but this is your hour, and the 


power of darkneſs. Then took they him, and 


led him, and brought him into the high prieſts 
houſe. And Peter followed afar offi And when 
they had kindled a fire in the midſt of the hall, 
and were ſet down together, Peter ſat down a- 
mong them. But a certain maid beheld him, as 
be lat by the hire, and earneſtly looked upon him,

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and ſaid, This man was alſo with him. And he 
denied him, ſaying, Woman, I know him not. 
And after a little while another faw him, and 
ſaid, Thou art alſo of them. And Peter ſaid, 
Man, I am not. And about the ſpace of one 
hour after, another confidently affirmed, ſaying, 
Of a truth this fellow alſo was with him ; for he 
is a Galilean. And Peter ſaid, Man, I know not 
what thou ſayeſt. And immediately while he yet 
ſpake, the cock crew. And the Lord turned, 
and looked upon Peter ; and Peter remembred 
the word of the Lord, how he had ſaid unto him. 
Before the cock crow, thou ſhalt deny me thrice, 
And Peter went out, and wept bitterly. And the 
men that held Jeſus, mocked him, and ſmote him. 
And when they had blindfolded him, they {truck 
him on the face, and asked him, ſaying, Prophc- 
ſy, WO is it that ſmote thee? And many other 
things blaſphemoully ſpake they againſt him. And 
as ſoon as it was day, the elders of the people, 
and the chief prieſts, and the ſcribes came to— 
gether, and led him into their council, ſaying, 
Art thou the Chriſt? tell us. And he ſaid unto 
them, If I tell you, you will not believe. And 
if I allo ask you, you will not anſwer me, noi 
let me go. Hereafter ſhall the Son of man fit on 
the right hand of the power of God. Then faid 
they all, Art thou then the Son of God? And 
he ſaid unto them, Ye fay that I am, And they 
ſaid, What need we any further witneſs? for we 
our felves have heard of his own mouth.

What, have ye not houſes to eat and 
to drink in? or N ye the Cbureh 01 g 
and ſhame them that have not? What {hall | fay 
to you? hall I praiſe you in this? I praiſe you 
Not. For I have received of the Lord that which 
0 ] ceitvered unto you, That the Lord Joris . 
the fame night in which he was betrayed, took 
bread : and when he had given thanks, he brake 
it, and ſaid, Take, eat; this is my body, which 
is broken for 1 you: this do in remembrance of 
me. After the ſame manner alſo he took the cup, 
hen he had ſupped, ſaying, This cup is the new 
Peitament in my blood: this do ye, as oft as ye 
drink it, in remembrance of me. For as often as 
ve cat this bread, and drink this cup, ye do ſhew 
the Lords death til he come. Wnberckore, Who— 
ever ſhall eat this bread, and drink this cup ct 
me Lord unworthily, ſhall be guilty of the body 
— blood of the Lord. But let a man examine 
himſelf, and fo let him cat of that bread, and 
ink of that cup. For he that eatcth and driak- 
eth unworthily, eateth and drinketh damnation 
to himſelf, not diſcerning the Lords body. For 
his cauſe many are weak and ſickly among you, 
and many fleep. For if we would judge Our 
(elves, we ſhould not be judged. But when we 
are judged, we are chaſtened of the Lord, that

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we ſhould not be condemned with the world, 
Wherefore, my brethren, when ye come toge— 
ther to eat, tarry one for another. And if any 
man hunger, let him eat at home; that ye come 
not together unto condemnation. And the rel! 
will I ſet in order when I come.

He whole multitude of them aroſe, and led 
him unto Pilate. And they began to ac- 

cute him, ſaying, We found this fellow pervert- 
ing the nation, and forbidding to give tribute to 
Celar, ſaying, that he himſelf is Chriſt a king, 
And Pilate asked him, ſaying, Art thou the king 
of the ſews? And he anfwered him, and faid, 
Thou ſayeſt it. Then ſaid Pilate to the chic 
prieſts, and to the people, I find no fault in this 
man. And they were the more fierce, ſaying, He 
ſtirreth up the people, teaching throughout all 
ewry, beginning from Galilee to this place. 
When Pilate heard of Galilee, he asked whether 
the man were a Galilean. And as ſoon as he 
knew that he belonged unto Herods juriſdiction, 
he ſent him to Herod, who himſelf was allo at ]c- 
ruſalem at that time. And when Herod ſaw fe- 
ſus, he was exceeding glad: for he was deſirous 
to ſee him of a long ſeaſon, becauſe he had heard 
many things of him; and he hoped to have ſeen 
ſome miracle-done by him. Then he queſtioned 
with him in many words ; but he anſwered him 
nothing. And the chief prieſts and ſcribes ſtood 
and vehemently accuſed him. And Herod with 
his men of war ſet him at nought, and mocked 
him, and arrayed him in a gorgeous robe, and 
{ent him again to Pilate. And the ſame day Pi- 


late and Herod were made friends 92 Fae 
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before they were at enmity between themſelves, 
And Pilate, when he had called together the chief 
prieſts, and the rulers, and the people, {aid unto 
them, Ye have brought this man unto me, as 
one that perverteth the people: and behold, I 
having examined him before you, have found no 
fault in this man touching thoſe things whereof 
ye accuſe him: No, nor yet Herod: for | ſent 
you to him, and Io, nothing worthy of death 1s 
done unto him: I will therefore chaſtiſe him, 
and releaſe him. For of neceſſity he muſt releaſe 
one unto them at the feaſt. And they cricd out 
all at once, ſaying, Away with this man, and 
releaſe unto us Barabbas : (who for a certain ſe— 
dition made in the city, and for murder, was caſt 
in priſon.) Pilate therefore willing to releaſe Je- 
ſus, ſpake again to them. But they cried, ſaying, 
Crucify him, crucify him. And he ſaid unto 
them the third time, Why, what evil hath he 
done? I have found no cauſe of death in him: 1 
will therefore chaſtiſe him, and let him go. And 
they were inſtant with loud VOICES, requiring, 
that he might be crucified: and the voices of 
them, and of the chief prieſts prevailed. And 
Pilate gave ſentence, that it ſhould be as they re- 
quired, And he releaſed unto them, him that 
tor {edition and murder was caſt into prone 
whom they had deſired ; but he delivered Jeſus 
to their will. And as they led him away, they 
laid hold upon one Simon a Cyrenean, coming 
out of the country, and on him they laid the 
croſs, that he might bear it after Jeſvs. And 
mere followed im a great company of people, 
and of women, who allo bewailed and lamented 
him. But Teſs turning unto them, faid, Daugh- 
ters of Jeruſalem, weep not for me, but weep. 
1 2 for 
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for your ſelves, and for your children. For be- 
hold, the days are coming, in the which they ſhall 
Ys Bletſed are the barren, and the wombs that 
er bare, and the paps which never gave ſuck. 
i nen ſhall they begin to ſay to the mountains, 
Fall on us; and to the hills, Cover us. For if 
they do theie things in a green trec, what ſhall be 
done in the dry? And there were alſo two other 
malefactors led with him to be put to death. 
And when they were come to the place which 
15 called Calvary, there they crucified him ; and 
the malefactors, one on the right hand, and the 
other on the left. Then faid jeſus, Father, for- 
give them, for they know not what they do. 
And they parted his raiment, and calt lots. And 
the people ſtood beholding : and the rulers ale 
with them derided him, ſaying, He ſaved others; 
let him fave himſelf, if he be Chriſt the choſen 
of God. And the ſoldiers allo mocked him, 
coming to him, and offering him vinegar, and 
ſay ing, If thou be the king of the Jews, fave thy 
ſelf. And a ſuperſeription allo was written over 
him in letters of Greek, and Latin, and Hebrew, 
THIS IS THE KING OF THE JEWS. And 
one of the malefactors, which were hanged, rail- 
ed on him, ſaying, If thou be Chriſt, ave thy 
ſolf and us. But the Other anſwering, rebuked 
him, ſay ing, Doſt not thou fear God, ſceing 
thou art in the fame condemnation ? And we in- 
dced juſtly ; for we receive the due reward of 
our dee ds: but this man hath done nothing amils 
And he ſaid unto Jeſus, Lord, remember m. 
when thou comelt into thy Kingdom. And ſe— 
ſus t21d unto him, Verily I tay unto thce, To 
daz halt thou be with me in paradiſe. And it 


was about the {ixth hour; And there was FL

neſs over all the earth, until the ninth hour. And 
the ſun was darkened, and the vail of the temple 
was rent in the midit. And when Jeſus had cried 
with a loud voice, he ſaid, Father, into thy 
hands I commend my ſpirit: and havi: ig lard thus, 
he gave up the ghoſt. Now when the Centurion 
ſaw what was done, he glorified God, ſaying, 
Certainly this was a righteous man. And all the 
people that came together to that ſight, behold- 
ing the things that were done, {mote their breaſts, 
and rerurned. And all his acquaintance, and the 
women that followed him from Galilee, {tood 
alar off, beholding theſe things.

once purged, ſhould have had no more confſcien 
Of ſins. But in thoſe ſacrifices there is a remem- 
brance again made of ſins every ycar. For it! 
not poſiible that the blood of bulls and of goats 
mould take away fins. Wherefore when he com- 
eth into the world, hc taith, Sacrifice and o. 
fering thou wouldit not, but a body haft tho 
prepared me: In burnt-offerings and facritice: 
for tin thou haſt had no pleaſure : Then {aid ! 
Io, I come (in the volume of the book it“ 
written of me) to do thy will, OGod. Abos. 
when he ſaid, Sacrifice, and offering, and burns 
offerings, and offering for {in thou wouldit hot, 
neither hadſt pleaſure therein, which are offered 
by the law: Then ſaid he, Lo, I come to do 
thy will, O God. He taketh away the firſt, that 
he may eſtabliſh the ſecond. By the which wil 
we are ſanctifſied, through the offering of the 
body of Jeſus Chriſt once for all. And every 


prieſt ſtandeth daily miniſtring, and offering often- 
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Cood-Friday. 
times the fame ſacrifices, which can never take 
away fins : But this man after he had offered one 
ſacrifice for ſins, for ever fat down on the right 
hand of God; from henceforth expecting till his 
enemies be made his foot{tool. For by one ot- 
fcring he hath pertected for ever them that are 
ſanctified. Whereof the Holy Ghoſt allo is a wit- 
nets to us: for after that he had ſaid before, This 
is the covenant that I will make with them after 
thoſe days, faith the Lord; I will put my laws 
into their hearts, and in their minds will I write 
them; and their {ins and i iniquities will I remem- 
ber no more. Now where remiliion of theſe is, 
there is no more offering for fin. Having there- 
fore, brethren, boldneſs to enter into the holieſt 
by che blood of Jeſus, by a new and living way 
which he hath conſecrated for us, through the 
vail, that is to ſay, his fleſh; and having an high 
prieſt over the houſe of God; let us draw near 
With a true heart, in full aſſurance of faith, having 
our hearts ſprinkled from an evil conſcience, and 
our bodies wafhed with pure water. Let us hold 
fait the proſeſſion of our faith without wavering: 
(tor he is faithful that promiſed) and let us con- 
ider one another to provoke unto love, and to 
00d works : not forlaking the allembling of our

T is better, if the will of God be fo, that ye 
ſufler for well-doing, than for cvil-doing. For 
Chriſt alſo hath once ſuffered for ſins, the quit for 
the unjuſt; (that he might bring us to God) 
being put to death in the fleſh, but quickned by 
the Spirit: By which allo he went and preached 
unto the ſpirits in priſon; which ſometime were 
diſobedient, when once the long- ſuffering of God 
waited in the days of Noah, while the ark was 
a preparing; wherein few, that is, eight ſouls, 
were ſaved by water. The like figure where- 
unto, even baptiſm, doth allo now ſave us (not 
the putting away the filth of the fleſh, but the 
anſwer of a good conſcience towards God) by 
the reſurrection of Jeſus Chriſt : Who is gone 
into heaven, and 1s on the right hand of God, 
angels, and authorities, and powers being made 
jubject unto him.

Hen the even was come, there came a rich 

man of Arimathea, named Joſeph, who

And he was three days without ſight, 
and neither did cat nor drink. And there was a 
certain diſciple at Damaſcus, named Ananias, and 
to him ſaid the Lord in a viſion, Ananias. And 
he ſaid, Behold, I am here, Lord. And the Lord 
{aid unto him, Arie, and go into the ſtreet which 


is called Straight, and enquire in the houle of 


Judas for one called Saul, of Tarſus: for behold, 
he prayeth: and hath ſeen in a viſion a man 
named Ananias, coming in, and putting his hand 
on him, that he might receive his ſight. Then 
Ananias anſwered, Lord, I have heard by many 
of this man, how much evil he hath done to thy 
ſaints at Jeruſalem : and here he hath authority 
from the chict prieſts to bind all that call on thy 
Name. But the Lord ſaid unto him, Go thy 
way; for he is a choſen veſſel unto me, to bear 
my Name before the Gentiles, and kings, and 
the children of Iſrael.

And Anantas went his way, and entred into the 
houſe; and putting his hands on him, ſaid, Pro- 
ther Saul, the Lord (even Jeſus that appeared 
unto thee in the way as thou cameſt) hath ſent 
me, that thou mighteſt receive thy ſight, and be 
filled with the Holy Ghoſt.

ſalem, and came hither for that intent, that he 
might bring them bound unto the chief prieſts?

Early beloved, on-----day next, I purpoſe, 
through God's aſſiſtance, to adminiſter to 
all ſuch as ſhall be religiouſly and devoutly dil- 
poſed, the moſt comfortable Sacrament of the 
Body and Blood of Chriſt; to be by them re- 
ceived in remembrance of his meritorious crols 
and paſſion; whereby alone we obtain remiſſion 
of our ſins, and are made partakers of the king- 
dom of heaven. Wherefore, it is our duty to 
render moſt humble and hearty thanks to Al- 
mighty God our heavenly Father ; for that he hath 
given his Son, our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, not only 
to die for us, but alſo to be our ſpiritual food 
and ſuſtenance in that holy Sacrament. Which 
being to divine and comfortable a thing to them 
who receive it worthily, and fo dangerous 30 
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them that will preſume to receive it unworthily; 
my duty is to exhort you, in the mean ſeaſon to 
conſider the dignity of that holy Myſtery, and 
the great peril of the unworthy receiving thereof;

The way and means thereto 1s : Firſt, to ex- 
amine your lives and converſations by the rule of 
God's commandments ; and wherein ſoever ye 
ſhall perceive yourſelves to have offended, cither 
by will, word, or deed, there to bewail your 
own ſinfulneſs, and to confeſs your ſelves to 
Almighty God, with full purpoſe of amend- 
ment of life. And if ye ſhall perceive your of- 
fences to be ſuch as are not only againſt God, 
but alſo againſt your neighbours; then ye ſhall 
reconcile your ſelves unto them, being ready to 
make reſtitution and ſatisfaction according to the 
uttermoſt of your powers, for all injuries and 
wrongs done by you to any other; and being 
likewife ready to forgive others that have of- 
fended you, as ye would have forgiveneſs of your 
offences at Gods hand: for otherwile the receiv- 
ing of the holy Communion doth nothing elſe 
but increaſe your damnation. Therefore, if any 


of you be a blaſphemer of God, an hinderer or 


llanderer of his Word, an adulterer, or be in ma- 
lice, or envy, or in any other grievous crime; 
Repent you of your ſins, or elſe come not to that 
holy Table ; leſt after the taking of that holy 
Sacrament, the devil enter into you, as he en-

tered into Tudas, and fill you full of all iniqui— 
ties, and bring you to deſtruction both of body

And becauſe it is requiſite, that no man ſhould 
come to the holy Communion, but with a full 
truſt in Gods mercy, and with a quiet Conſcience ;

means cannot quict his own confcience herein, 
but requireth further comſort or counſel ; let 
him come to me, or to ſome cher diſcreet and

12 But forgat what he had done : and the 
wonderful works that he had ſhewed for them. 
13 Marvellous things did he in the ſight of 

our forefathers, in the land of Egypt: even in 
25 field of Zoan.

15 In the day-time allo, he led them with a 
cloud: and all the night through with a light of 
lire. 

16 He clave the hard rocks in the wilderneſs: 
and gave them drink thereof, as it had been out 
of the great depth. 

17 He brought waters out of the ſtony rock : 
ſo that it ouſhed out like the rivers. 

18 Yet for all this they ſinned more againſt 
him: and provoked the moiſt Highelt in the wil- 
derneſs. 

iy They tempted God in their hearts: and 
required meat for their luſt.

God prepare a table in the wilderneſs ? 

21. He {mote the ſtony rock indeed, that the 
water guſhed out, and the ſtreams flow ed withal :

and feathered fowls like as the ſand of the ſea. 

29 He let it fall among their tents : even round 
about their habitation. 

30 So they did eat, and were well filled, for 
he gave them their own deſire; they were not 
diſappointed of their luſt. 

31 But while the meat was yet in their mouths, 
the heavy wrath of God came upon them, and 
ſlew the wealthieſt of them; yea, and ſmote 
down the choſen men that were in Iſrael. 

32 But for all this they ſinned yet more: and 
believed not his wondrous works.

{pared not their ſoul from death: but gave their 
life over to the peſtilence. . 

32 And ſmote all the firſt-born in Egypt: the 
moſt principal and mightieſt in the dwellings of 

am. 

53 But as for his own people, he led them 
forth like ſheep : and carried them in the wilder- 
neſs like a flock. 

54 He brought them out ſafely, that they ſhould 
not fear: and overwhelmed their enemies with 
the ſea. 1 55 And 
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55 And brought them within the borders of 
his ſanctuary: even to his mountain which he 
purchaſed with his right hand.

70 And there he built his temple on high: and

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-1 He choſe David alſo his Servant ; and took 
vim away from the ſheep-folds.

Jacob his people, and Iſracl his Inheritance.

XI. Of the Tuſtification of Man. 

W Lare accounted righteous be- 

fore GOD, only for the Me- 
rit of our Lord and Saviour Jeſus 
Chriſt by Faith, and not for our 
own Works, or Deſervings. Where- 
tore, that we are juſtified by Faith 
only, is a moſt wholeſome Doctrine, 
and very full of Comfort, as more 
largely is expreſſed in the Homily of 
Juitihcation. 

XII. Of God Works. 

A Lbeit that good Works, which 
de the Fruits of Faith, and 
follow after Juſtification, cannot 
put away our Sins, and endure the 
deverity of GO 's Judgment; yet 
ire they pleaſing and acceptable to 
COD in Chriſt, and do ſpring out 
neceltarity of a true and lively Faith, 
omuch that by them a lively Faith 
day be as evidently known, as 3 
tree diſcerned by the Fruit. 


XIII. Of Works before Juſtification. 
WO done before the Grace of 

Chriſt, and the Inſpiration of 
his Spirit, are not pleaſant to GOD, 
foraſmuch as they ſpring not of 
Faith in Jeſus Chriſt, neither do 
they make Men meet to receive 
Grace, or (as the School Authors 
ſay) deſerve Grace of Congruity : 
Yea, rather for that they are not 
done as GOD hath willed and 
commanded them to be done, we 
doubt not but they have the Na- 
ture of Sin. 


XIV. Of I'arks of Supererogation. 

VOluntary Works, beſides, over 

and above GO D's Command- 
ments, which they call Works of 
Supererogation, cannot be taught 
without Arrogance and Impiety. 
For by them Men do declare, That 
they do not only render unto GOD 
as much as they are bound to do, 
but that they do more for his Sake 
than of bounden Duty is required : 
Whereas Chriſt faith plainly, when 
ye have done all that are com- 
manded to you, ſay, We are un- 
profitable Servants.

CHRIST, in the Truth of our 

Nature, was made like unto us 
in all Things (Sin only except) from 
which he was clearly void, both in 
his Fleſh, and in his Spirit.

But it is alſo a Sign of Regeneration 
or New Birth, whereby, as by an
